An  Act  to  validate  the  imposition  of  certain  taxes  by 
Municipal  and  Notified  Area  Committees  in 
the  Punjab. 

Whereas  it  is  necessary  to  remove  doubts  as  to  the 
legality  of  certain  taxes  imposed  by  certain  municipal  and 
notified  area  committees  in  the  Punjab  and  whereas  the 
previous  sanction  of  the  Governor-General  has  been  ob- 
tained  under  sub-section  (3)  of  section  80-A  of  the  Govern- 
ment  of  India  Act;  It  is  hereby  enacted  as  follows 


1.  This  Act  may  be  called  the  Punjab  Municipal 
(Tax-Validating)  Act,  1934.
